Tex as newspapers are carry ing a 
proposed Constitutional amendment, 
these day s, and one of them is con­ 
cerning the oath of office. 
It is a 
“streamlined oath” in keeping with 
this streamlined age. 
The oath of 
office now in effect is a long, cum­ 
bersome affair, dealing 
in 
many 
words concerning whether he or she 
has ever engaged in a duel contest, 
directly or indirectly , and a lot of 
stuff like that, that prevailed in the 
olden day s. 
It is up to the people 
to vote it out in accepting the fol­ 
lowing proposed oath: 
Section 1.

Article 
XVI,
